Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  twenty-third  Annual  Report 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Milnrow,  and  shall  commence  by  placing 
before  you  the  General  Statistics  from  which  this  report  is  formed. 

Population 

The  estimated  population  for  1951  is  8557  with  an  acreage  of 
9,194  acres.  The  census  of  1931  gave  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
to  be  2,374,  the  number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers  2,573  an<3 
the  total  population  8,623. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £51,545  and  the  sum  represented 
by  the  Penny  Rate  is  £200. 

The  population  is  industrial  and  i3  occupied  mainly  with  cotton 
spinning,  the  engineering  trade  and  the  wool  trade,  none  of  which 
has. any  peculiar  influence  on  the  public  health.

Corporations  and  is  a  direct  supply  to  the  houses.

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Owing  to  the  lack  of  pressure  in  certain  areas  a  portion  of 
the  district  ms  transferred  from  the  Rochdale  supply  to  Oldham 
supply  in  1951»  Since  this  transfer  was  made  -the  pressure  has 
been  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  2  samples  of  water  have  been  examined,  1  from 
the  Rochdale  supply  and  1  from  the  Oldham  supply. 

The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination  were  satisfactory. 

4  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  and  2  for  chemical 
analysis  have  been  taken  from  a  private  supply. 

The  results  of  the  examinations  were  not  satisfactory,  negotiations 
are  in  progress  with  the  owners  to  improve  the  supply  and  further  samples 
will  be  taken. 

Of  the  3037  houses  in  the  district  2,888  are  supply  from  the  mains. 
The  houses  not  receiving  mains  water  are  those  scattered  throughout  the 
district  where  a  water  main  is  not  available,  and  are  farms,  farm 
cottages  and  small  hamlets. 

There  arc  no  3tand  pipes  in  this  district.

)  To  enable  a  section  of  Broad  Lane  to  oe  sewered,  an  agreement 
nas  been  made  with  the  RochdaleCorporation  to  allow  the  sewage  to 
be  taken  into  their  sewer  for  treatment  at  their  works. 

The  sewer  from  .Rochdale  has  been  extended  and  the  work  of 
redrainage  and  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  the  fresh  water 
carriage  system  is  nearing  completion. 

Cleansing  Service 

Domestic  Refuse 


.  The  cleansing  service  is  operated  b~  two  refuse  collection 
vehicles  and  8  men,  and  collect  domestic  refuse,  kitchen  mate 
and  nightsoil. 

The  domestic  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

During  the  year  alterations  were  carried  out  to  the  night3oil 
tank,  the  nightsoil  is  now  discharged  into  the  sewer  and  treated 
at  the  sewage  works. 

The  vehicles  ' travelled  9,637  miles  and  collected  1,342  loads 
of  refuse,  nightsoil  and  kitchen  waste.
